, friends, yet that such is the fact, is confirmed 
by daily experience. Want of fortune is of- 
lien objected by the opposers of literary emi- 
nence, to dear it from its duc honors; yet | 
| these very persons who set up wealth as a 
| criterion, use their mightiest endeavors to | 
| hinder their enemy from obtaining these very | 
| means which they pretend should give repu- | 
tation and honor. Some supposing the 
worth of the mind to be effected by the con- 
dition of the body, have refused the respect 
| due to greatness, on account of ignobility of 
birth. Others seizing upon those weakness- 
es or deformities, wuich -are inherent in the 
nature of some, ridicule their possessor for a 
form which the God of nature has given him. 
To effect the destruction of farne, they enter 
that home which is consecrated to the most 
endeared affection, insultingly laugh at fami- 
ly misfortunes, and call them the mghteous 
judgments of heaven; to efleci this they en- 
ter their own hearts, andl im the most uncan- 
did manner, ussiyn their black motives as a 
prime regulator ot the actions of others. To 
effect this they seize upon unguarded expres- 
sions with the keenest avidity, enlarge won- 
derfully upon faulis, but keep back the pal- 
lating circamstances attending them; to ef: 
fect this they stigmatize character by exhib- 
iting the Connexions to which nature and un- 
avoidable circumstances have made him rela- 
tive, and drag forth the errors of thoughtless 
youh, to condgmn the wisdom of matured 
manhood, Not contented with gomg thus 
far, the enemies of a man of talents, if they 
can find a similarity between his opinionsand 
those ot another, charge him with slavish im- 
itation. And often do they prosecute their 
inveterate hatred to such an extent, that they 
impute his greatness to plagiarism. “ This 
ig the unkindest cut of all,” for when an au- 
thor has toiled days and sleepless nights to 
twine the laurel of immortality around his 
brow, to be told that he was immertalized by 
other lands, plants a heart-tearing dagger in 
his bosom. 

But what has been the effect of this appal- 
ing artay against intellectual greatness? it 
has given a more extensive range to science, 
and multiplied those works which are the 
subjects of our admiration; opposition has 
spurred men on to exert their greatest pow- 
ers, and driven them back to their own im- 
vention, in order to combat that of their ad 
versaries, Some of the sweetest strains of 
poetry in our language, were uttered whe 
their author was in a situation to which he

powerful combination is formed against liter- 
ary eminence, and there is thrown out 
against it the most illiberal accusation, and 
when the character of its possessor is con- 
stantly brought before the public, the com- 
munity is anxious in enquiring of the merit of 
this person who is so conspicuous as to be 
fastened upon by the serpent eve of revenge 
and persecution, although the faults of his 
life in the hands of his adversaries, were the 
only means of hoisting him up to the notice

ty. Exalted talents are irrepressible; they 
must rise, they cannot fall. When the ene- 
mies to a candidate for fame have succeeded 
in heaping obloquy upen his name, and 
fettering down his struggling ambition, then, 
in the bursting aspirations of their triumph, 
they cry ‘*’tis finished,” but the elasticity of 
his genius throws off the mountainous 
weight which is upon him, and he rises in 
the originality of his greatness, while the 
ruin of his antagonists proves the irresistible 
energy of his mind.

PICTURED ROCKS. 

In the territory of Michigan, onthe south. 
ern shore of Lake Superior, is a series of 
rocks fising perpendicuiarly out of water, to 
the height in some places of 3000 feet. They 
commence about an hundred miles west of 
Point Aux Pins, and from the shore of the 
lake for a distance of 12 or 13 miles. The 
rocks are limestone, aad the action of the 
waves has worn them into the most grotesque 
forms, which suggested the appropriate name 
of Pictured Rocks. The following descrip- | 
tion of them is given by Governor Cass.

cess; his astonishment appeared mingled with 
alarm, and striking his long black beard, he 
repeated the words ‘Allah Mesch-Allah,’ (a 
term of admiration meaning that which is 
made by Gou,) severaltimes. He again look- 
ed into the camera obscura, with a kind of 
cautious diffidence, and at that moment, some 
of his soldiers happening to pass before the 
mirror, were bebeld by the astonished Disdar 
walking on the paper: he now became out- 
rageous, and told me that if I chose, I might

The number of the Committee will be aug- 
mented from time to time, according as tle 
Proprietor may obtain the assistance of other 
Valuxble Meinbers. 

At the termination of 6ne year from the 
establishment of the Settlement, which shall 
be dated from the Ist day of May lust, the 
Members of the Society, shall elect by ballot 
from- among themsclves, three additional! 
Members to the Committee. 

Their election is fur the purpose of secur- 
ing to all the Members in a full knowledge of 
the proceedings ef the Committee and of the 
business of the Society; but it is delayed one 
year in order to afford time for the informa. 
tion of the Society, and cnable_the Members 
to become acquainted with the characiers and 
abilities of those who are most proper to be 
elected. 

It is expected that at the termination of tlie 
second year, or between that period and the 
end of the third year, an Association of Mem- 
bers may be formed to constitute a Company

The Society shall not be answerable for 
the debts of any of its Members, nor in any 
manner for their conduct, no partnership 
whatever existing between the Members of 
this Preliminary Society. 

The Members shall occupy the dwellings 
which the Committee shall provide for them. 

The Live Stock possessed by the Members 
will be taken and placed to their crecht, if 
wanted for the Society; but if not required 
it shall not be received. 

All Members must provide their owa honsy 
hold and kitchen furniture, ant their small 
tools, snch as Spades, Hues, Axes, Rukes, 
&e. us they have already provided. 

General Duties vj Members. 

All the Members shall willingly, rende? 
their best services for the welfare of the So- 
ciety, according’ to their age, experience and 
capacity ; and if inexpericnced in that which 
ig requisite for its welfare, they shall apply 
diligently to acquire the know! dge of some 
usetul occupation or employment 

They shall enter the Society with a deter. 
mination to promote its peace, prosperity and 
harmony, and never, under any provocation 
whatever, to act upkindiy or unjustly to 
wards, nor speak in any unfmrendly manne, 
of any one either in or outof the Society. 

Members shail be temperate, regular, and 
orderly in: their whole conduct, and they 
shall be diligent in their employinents, in 
proportion to their age, capacity, and consti- 
tution. 

They shall shew # good example, it being 
a much better instructor than precept.

“EUROPEAN AFFA 


Mr. Nelson, the American Minister at Mad 
rid, presented his letters of recall on the 11th 
July, on which occasion he expressed to his 
Majesty the sincere desire of the President of 
the United States. ‘After the example of 
Mr. Monroe, his predecessor, Mr, Adams,’ 
said his Excellency, § will embrace every op- 
portunity that shall offer during his adminis 
tration, to prove the sincerity of his senti- 
ments, by adopting all measures that may tend 
to increase and strengthen this good under- 
standing.’ 

‘he Madrid Gazette savs, “there are still 
some points in dispute between the two na- 
tions. Mr. Adams places full confidence in 
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and hapes these que-tions will be frankly and 
generously decided with Mr. Everet, who 
succee.!s Mr. Nelson.” @& 

The lamssian Consul in London had official- 
ly announced, that the plague has made its 
appearance on bodtl a Swedish brig from 
Feypt, in consgquenee of which, several of 
the crew lad died. AU vessels entering the 
poris of Russia, from Egypt, have been placed 
on strict quarantine, 

Greece. The Paris papers, which had reach- 
ed London to the 21st July, continued to give 
the most favorable accounts from Greece. 
Files of Greek Chronicles, published at Misso- 
longh', had also been received, containing a 
diary of events from the 26th May to the 15th 
of June inclusive. By these the report of the 
arrest of Mavrocordato, the secretary of the 
executive, is confirmed, He was accused of 
having allowed himself to be corrupted. Se- 
veral Greek Generals had been dismissed from 
their commands on the same ground; and 
much was expected from the recent establish. 
ment cf a military commission to direct the 
affairs ofthecountry, The efforts of Redschid 
Pusha to reduce Missolonghi, were confident- 
ly expected to fail, in consequence of the tn 
subordination and sickness of his troops, and 
the want of suficientbupplies for carrying on 
the siege. On the 25th June, the garrison 
received official neWs from the government 
that the second division of the patriot fleet, 
under Admiral Sachtury, had obtained a bril- 
jiant victory near Sano, ver the Ottoman 
Heet. ‘Lhe baitcries of Missclongin, and the 
vessels which were in the harbor, fired seve- 
ral rotnds in consequence, by way of re jou ine. 

Accounts from Corfu, of the 3lst June, re- 
present the desertions in the camp of Red- 
schid Pacha as daily spreading, and that the 
Albanians bad entirely lost the respect with 
which he had inspired them on his arrival.— 
Flushed with his success at Navarino, he had 
again vowed Ins intention to peeple the Morea | 
with an Exyptian colony, and to introduce a 
government similar to that administered in 
Egypt. There was a report that he had de- 
tached from Navarino a body of cavalry to oc- 
cupy the town of Arcad‘a, and commence his 
new yovernment; but on their approach the 
Grecks resisted, and finding that they were 
likely to be overpowered, abandoned the 
place. <A number of women and children fell 
into the hands of the invaders. he patriots 
were everyawhere determined to perish ra 
ther than to submit to the barbarians. Since 
the first rising of the Greeks, we have ha 
occasion to natice several hervic females who 
had. taken up arms in defence of the liberties 
oftheir country. The wife of Pietro Bey is 
mentioned as another msiance.—She is stated 
to have advanced with 4009 Muinates to the 
villave of Misco, four or tive leagues from Na- 
varino, but finding no troops assembled, and 
fearing Ivst she should be betrayed, she re- 
treated in despair at not being able to save 
the only sgn sie had left, and who was among 
the hustages of Ibraliim Pacha. 

The freedom of the city of Dublin has been 
estowed upon Sir Walter Scott. The cor- 
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ut thanks to the Duke of York, for his ** pa- 
triotic and constitutional speech on the Catho- 
lic question.” 

The French Royal Society of Sciences, in 
its sitting of the 22d of July, admitted Mr. 
Thomas Campbell, one of the most distin- 
guished of the literati of England, ( lien in 
Paris) among a number of its non-resident 
Members. 

M. Rigon, a member of the Haytian house 
of representatives, who lately arrived in En- 
gland, on a private mission from his govern. 
ment, has died of a fever, brought on, as it is 
supposed, by the heat of the weather. 

A late Brussels paper says, that among the 
productions of industry, which will be sent 
trom West Flanders to the exhibition at Har- 
lem, is a piece of cloth, which has in its breadth
